For the past three years the 
Mississippi Agricultural Experi- 
nent Station has been studying 
he effects of maintaining in nur- 
ery beds different levels af fer- Friday 
ality With seapect to Rifregen 
phosphorus and potassium. The 
results in first-year growth havs 
been striking, especially with re- 
spect to the efforts of nitro- 
gen. 

The extent to which first-year 
differences hold over in field 
sug vival and however, 
will determine the real usefulness 
of the fertilizer treatments. Field 
measurements are being taken an- 
oually To take full advantage of 
any growth increase due to soil 
amendments the density of plants 
in the nurery bed must be regu- 
lated. Another study will test the 
effets of different densities for 
the more promising fertility lev- 
els Another big question facing 
forest land owners in Mississippi 
is how much growing stock 
to maintain on a timber tract. 
As a Starter in this area of re- 
search several plots have been 
established on the Northeast 
Mississippi E®periment Forest 
where pine growing stock will be 
maintained at varoius levels by 
allowing growth to accumulate 
where the volume is low and har-
